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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1) New claim 8 is directed to a method of rigidly 
joining abutting ends of soft plastic conduits which is different from the originally claimed invention because this method can be used with 
couplings not having a plurality of gripping teeth. 

2) The specification is silent to the issue of the two half shells being joined by a plurality of hinges. Only one hinge pin is illustrated and 
discussed in the original disclosure. 

3) The soft plastic condiut is not part of the claimed invention. In response to applicant's arguments, the recitation soft plastic conduit has 
not been given patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable 
weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not 
depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re 
Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951).. 
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
